INVESTORS’ 
LAWSUIT 
FOR $65M 


Claim said company 
deceptive about 
‘Blackfish’ fallout

SeaWorld Entertain- 
ment announced Tuesday 
that it has agreed to pay $65 
million to settle a long- 
standing lawsuit alleging 
that the company deceived 
investors when it failed to 
disclose early on the ill effect 
the anti-captivity documen- 
tary “Blackfish” was having 
on park attendance. 

The settlement comes 
just a week before a jury trial 
was to begin for the case, 
which originated in 2014 and 
was later certified as a class- 
action lawsuit. In a Tuesday 
filing with the Securities and 
Exchange Commission, 
SeaWorld said that the set- 
tlement does not “constitute 
an admission, concession, or 
finding of any fault, liability, 
or wrongdoing by the Com- 
pany or any defendant.” 

The proposed $65 million 
payment, says SeaWorld, is 
still subject to approval in 
federal court. 

SeaWorld last year had 
tried to have the class-action

Late-surging Klobuchar shows strength as Warren and Biden fade

Sen. Bernie Sanders claimed con- 
trol of the Democratic Party’s prog- 
ressive wing with a victory in the New 
Hampshire presidential primary 
Tuesday as two moderates, Pete 
Buttigieg and a newly surging Sen. 
Amy Klobuchar, vied for the opposi- 
tion mantle in a campaign that has 
been remade over the past eight 
days. 

Sanders, I-Vt., and Buttigieg, a 
former mayor of South Bend, Ind., 
marked their second straight strong 
showings — they essentially tied in 
last week’s Iowa caucuses, with 
Sanders carrying the popular vote 
and Buttigieg winning a slight edge

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in delegates. 

“Let me say tonight that this vic- 
tory here is the beginning of the end 
for Donald Trump,” Sanders told his 
supporters. He praised his oppo- 
nents, including Buttigieg, but soon 
alluded to criticisms of the former 
mayor and his wealthy donors. “At 
this point in the campaign, we are 
taking on billionaires, and we are tak- 
ing on candidates funded by billion- 
aires.” 

Buttigieg praised Sanders but 
also suggested that the senator’s 
movement spurned anyone who 
didn’t agree “100 percent ofthe time.” 

To cheers of “President Pete! 
President Pete!” he praised his own 
effort. 

“A campaign that some said 
shouldn’t be here at all has shown

that we are here to stay,” Buttigieg 
told supporters. 

Klobuchar’s third-place finish 
was powered by a strong debate per- 
formance that persuaded late-decid- 
ing voters to look her way. It repre- 
sented a remarkable turnabout for a 
candidate who placed fifth in the cau- 
cuses in the state next door to her 
own. In joyous remarks before a 
crowd in Concord, she made clear 
that without Tuesday’s results, she 
would have found it difficult to con- 
tinue to the next contests, on Feb. 22 
in Nevada and one week later in 
South Carolina. 

“Because of you we are taking this 
campaign to Nevada, We are going to 
South Carolina. And we are taking 
this message of unity to the country,”

CDC probes whether 
others exposed after 
evacuee discharged

Along chain of missed op- 
portunities led to an infected 
coronavirus patient mistak- 
enly being discharged from a 
local hospital Sunday and 
then hastily returned on 
Monday. 

The U.S. Centers for Dis- 
ease Control and Prevention 
and UC San Diego Health on 
Tuesday provided additional 
information on how the 
snafu happened. The update 
comes as concern continues 
to grow about an outbreak 
that started in Chinaand has 
now produced a positive case 
in San Diego County after 
more than 200 evacuees were 
delivered to Marine Corps 
Air Station Miramar to wait 
out a 14-day government- 
mandated quarantine. 

After trading written 
statements in the morning, 
CDC officials appeared 
alongside UC San Diego and 
county public health officials 
in a joint news conference 
Tuesday evening, providing 
a deeper set of details, in- 
cluding a notice that a young 
girl sent to Rady Children’s 
Hospital Wednesday and re- 
leased Friday has been read- 
mitted. Though she tested 
negative last week, new 
symptoms, officials said, 
warrant a fresh test. 

Dr. Christopher Braden, 
the CDC’s point person on 
the ground in San Diego, 
confirmed that it was ulti- 
mately clerical confusion 
that led to a female patient 
being removed from an isola- 
tion room at a UC San Diego 
Health hospital Sunday and 
then returned Monday due 
to a positive coronavirus test 
that was at first thought to 
be negative. 

There was a mismatch, he 
said, between a sample-la- 
beling process that the uni- 
versity used and one that the 
CDC uses to track the multi- 
tude of specimens that flood 
into its Atlanta head- 
quarters from all over the 
globe.
